The only 
thing holding it together is final d iste n ­ 
tion of the general appropriation bill 
and that is in a fair w ay to bo settled in 


a day or ho. 
Tho free conference com m ittee on the 
appropriation bill held their final m eet­ 
ing, and the senate contingent accepted 
tho compromise proposition, fixing tho 
appropriation for the university at $40,- 
000 and for the state rangers at $30,000. 
The deaf and dumb asylum appropri­ 
ation also entered into the compromise 
agreement, the senate conceding to tho 
house com m ittee the appropriation for 
a dormitory for that institution to cost 


$12,000. 
The university compromise is a con­ 
cession of $25,000 by the senate against 
an advance of $5000 and a recession of 
$ 10,000 by the senate on the ranger item 
against an advance of $ '000 by the 


house. 
In connection w ith this adjustm ent 
the item s of difference on salaries of 
'•ome few rem aining clerks of the de­ 
partments were finally fixed by splitting 
the difference. 
Taking them all down 
the line the recessions were in favoi of 
the house and it is the prevailing opin­ 
ion that the work of the com m ittee w ill 
be prom ptly adopted. 
The salaries most affected were those 
of clerks of the school land departm ent 
and the treasury department, which 
were slightly advanced over the lions- 
bill, the aggregate advance in all sala­ 
ries not am ounting to more than $12tX). 
The salary of the chief clerk of the 
treasury department w as placed at $1850 
which is small enough, when it is con­ 
sidered that the responsibility of the 
office is greater than that of any bank 
cashier in the state. 
The partial footing up of the totals of 
the appropriation bill as passed by the 
house and the bill as amended by the 
free conference com m ittee shows that 
the latter is from $50, (HK) to $75,000 lower 
than than the former in its total. 
In the senate the Grubbs industrial 
school bill is pending business and has 
been for four days. 
The follow ing bills were passed by the 


senate: 
House bill prescribing penalties for 
m utilating, changing or destroying pub­ 
lic records. 
House bill fixing the penalties In the 
old antitrust statute the same as that 
prescribed in the bill just passed.

weight. 
Prince’s house bill fixing the salary 
of the superintendent of the orphan s 
home at $1000 and the salary of the in ­ 
dustrial m anager at $600, 
In the house much of the morning 
session w as taken up in the bill to per­ 
m it workingm en the right to organize 
labor unions and to protect them.
